TUBERCULOSIS  -  New  cases  and  mortality  during  1 971 
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HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


I  have  received  the  following  report  from 
Mr.  P.  Le  Fleming,  the  G-roup  Secretary  of  the 
Exeter  and  Mid-Devon  Hospitals  Management 
Committee  : 


"The  level  of  work  of  the  three  Tiverton  Hospitals 
during  recent  years  was  maintained  throughout  1971, 
with  a  total  of  2,023  patients  discharged  following 
in-patient  treatment,  of  whom  1  ,697  were  from  the 
Tiverton  and  District  Hospital.  There  were  also 
337  live  births  in  the  Maternity  Unit  at  the 
District  Hospital.  3,056  new  patients  attended  out¬ 
patient  clinics,  and  out-patient  attendances  totalled 
8,371  .  The  Casualty  Department  treated  4,666  new 
patients  and  there  were  10,577  attendances  at  this 
department  during  the  year. 

The  Hospital  Management  Committee  is  keen  to  see 
a  start  made  on  the  re-development  of  the  Tiverton 
Hospital  on  the  Belmont  Hospital  site,  and  although 
this  scheme  does  not  yet  appear  in  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board* s  capital  building  programme,  it  is 
anticipated  that  active  planning  of  the  first  stage 
will  begin  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  This 
phase  will  include  new  in-patient  accommodation  and 
departments  for  the  geriatric  patients  at  present  in 
the  Belmont  Hospital,  and  will  also  include  the 
facilities  of  a  day  hospital  for  these  patients 
which  will  enable  more  of  them  to  receive  specialist 
hospital  assessment  and  treatment  whilst  remaining 
in  their  own  homes. 

Satisfactory  negotiations  have  been  conducted  during 
the  year  between  the  hospital  and  local  midwifery 
services  to  further  improve  the  liaison  in  maternity 
care  and  to  make  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  facil¬ 
ities  of  the  Maternity  Unit  at  the  Tiverton  and  Dis¬ 
trict  Hospital.  It  is  hoped  that  these  arrangements 
will  enable  the  department  to  deal  with  increased 
maternity  bookings  in  the  future.  Special  attention 
has  also  been  given  during  the  year  to  the  Casualty 
Department  at  the  District  Hospital,  and  the  Regional 
Board,  recognising  the  importance  of  this  service,  is 
providing  funds  to  improve  the  facilities  and  equipment 
of  the  department.  "

PRESEITT  POSITION  AND  FUTURE  SCJMS 


During  the  year  under  review,  the  sewerage  scheme  at 
Cullompton  has  been  fully  commissioned  and  is  producing 
an  excellent  effluent,  fully  complying  with  the  Consent 
conditions  laid  down  by  the  Devon  River  Authority.  A 
number  of  small  items  require  to  be  finalised  and  the 
opening  day  has  been  arranged  for  May,  1972. 


During  the  year  a  start  has  also  been  made  on  the 
Thorverton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  and  good 
progress  is  ueing  made.  In  addition  to  this,  the  efflu¬ 
ent  pipe  at  Bampton  has  been,  extended  to  the  River 
Batherm,  as  requested  by  the  Devon  River  Authority. 


The  Uffculme  Surface  water  Sewerage  Scheme  has  also  been 
completed  and  a  new  trunk  sewer  has  been  provided  from 
the  Coldharbour  Pumping  Station  to  Bridge  Street.

During  the  year  a  modification  has 
been  carried  out  to  the  detritus 
chamber  in  order  that  it  can  be 
efficiently  desludged.  The  load 
on  the  works  is  such  that  it  is  now 
operating  to  capacity. 


This  scheme  is  operating  satisfact¬ 
orily,  but,  here  again,  there  is 
little,  if  any,  spare  capacity  at 
the  works  for  new  development. 


Owing  to  new  development  in  the 
Parish  and  further  pressure  for 
additional  development  our  Council 
have  considered  a  report  from  their 
Consulting  Engineers  and  a  scheme 
will  be  prepared  for  extension  of 
the  works  in  this  Parish. 


During  the  year  under  review, 
samples  taken  from  the  works  have 
been  satisfactory.  There  is  still 
some  capacity  left  for  future 
development . 


A  small  scheme  serving  the  Village 
of  Huntsham  is  now  working  satisfact¬ 
orily  and  there  is  a  small  amount  of 
capacity  left  for  future  development. 


There  have  been  problems  with  infil¬ 
tration.  The  works  is  satisfactory 
although  at  times  it  is  overloaded, 
owing  to  the  considerable  amount  of 
development  which  has  taken  place  in 
the  Parish  of  recent  years. 


Considerable  development  has  taken 
place,  both  private  and  Council  devel¬ 
opment,  of  recent  years  and,  owing  to 
the  pressure  for  further  development 
in  this  area,  the  Council  have  instructed 
their  Engineers  to  carry  out  gauging 
and  flow  tests  and  prepare  a  scheme 
for  enlargement  of  the  sewage  works. 


Here  again,  the  Council  have  instructed 
our  Engineers  to  carry  out  gauging  and 
flow  tests,  as  it  would  appear  from 
our  records  that  the  scheme  is  now 
loaded  to  capacity.

BRADNINCH  450  Premises  are  served  by  the 

existing  system  which  discharges 
into  horizontal  flow  settling 
tanks.  There  is  no  further  treat¬ 
ment  and  the  effluent  which  is 
discharged  into  ditches  is  most 
unsatisfactory  from  a  Public  Health 
point  of  view.  A  scheme  has  been 
prepared  by  our  Consultants  for 
certain  improvements  to  the  sewers 
in  the  Village  and  for  pumping  the 
effluent  over  the  hills  to  the  sewage 
works  at  Cullompton.  The  scheme  is 
now  with  the  Ministry  for  their  con¬ 
sideration  and  we  hope  to  make  a 
start  during  1972. 


KENTISBEARE  A  small  part  of  the  Village  is  served 

by  two  small  treatment  plants  near 
our  Council  Housing  estate,  A  new 
scheme  has  been  prepared  by  our  Con¬ 
sultants  dealing  comprehensively  with 
the  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the 
Village  of  Kentisbeare.  This  scheme 
is  now  with  the  Ministry  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a  start  will  be  made  during 
the  year  1972/1973, 

STOODLEIGH  A  comprehensive  scheme  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  Village  of  Stoodleigh 
to  deal  with  the  unsatisfactory  and 
scattered  .septic  tanks  which  now 
exist  within  the  Village  Area.  The 
scheme  is  due  to  commence  during  the 
year  1972/73, 


THORVERTON  A  new  comprehensive  scheme  dealing 

with  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from 
the  built-up  area  of  Thorverton  is 
now  in  progress  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  majority  of  the  contract  will 
be  completed  during  the  year  1972.

expanding  village  where  further 
development  will  be  allowed  as  soon 
as  the  sewerage  scheme  has  been 
completed.  The  completion  date 
will  be  during  the  year  1973/74.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  in  this  Pi strict  is  from  the  mains  of  the 
Forth  Devon  Water  Board  and  they  report  as  follows  : 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  has  been  examined 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  chemical  quality  has  been 
generally  satisfactory,  although  on  two  occasions  unpalatable 
supplies  were  reported,  the  reasons  for  which  were  quickly 
traced  to  minor  problems  at  the  headworks  and  were  soon  overcome. 

It  was  necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  hosepipes  for  the 
watering  of  private  gardens  and  the  washing  of  private  vehicles 
from  the  21st  April,  1971  (5th  May,  1971  in  respect  of  the 
Eastern  parishes  of  the  Rural  District)  until  the  23rd  November, 
1971.  In  view  of  the  impending  completion  of  new  treatment 
works  at  Tiv irton  and  the  laying  of  the  proposed  trunk  mains  as 
far  as  Ash  Thomas,  the  Board  were  able  to  advise  the  Planning 
Authority  in  April,  1971,  that  all  restrictions  upon  development 
in  the  Eastern  parishes,  other  than  Silver ton  and  Thorverton, 
arising  from  lack  of  water  supplies,  could  be  removed. 

Fluoride  is  absent  from  all  supplies  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  following  schedule  gives  details  of  the  properties  supplied 
in  each  parish  at  the  31st  December,  1971”.

Mr.  vr.  P.  Lake  has  continued  as  the  Council's  Rodent 
Operator  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  rats,  mice  and 
other  pests  during  the  year.  we  have  72  farm  contracts 
and  16  contracts  for  business  premises.  These  premises 
are  visited  four  times  a  ye°r  with  additional  visits  as 
necessary.  In  general,  ’^arfarin  bait  is  used,  but  in 
difficult  cases  we  reply  on  zinc  phosphide.  The  Council's 
severs  and  tips  are  treated  regularly.  The  services  of 
the  Rodent  Operator  are  available  to  any  ratepayer  who 
wishes  to  ask  for  his  services.  There  is  a  small  charge 
for  private  dwellings.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
prevalence  of  mice  during  the  year  under  review,  especially 
in  the  Bampton  area.

MEAT  .  INSPECTION 

We  now  have  five  full-time  Meat  Inspectors  at  Lloyd  Maunders 
and  one  Trainee.  During  the  year  under  review,  Lloyd 
Maunders  have  ceased  late  night  killing  and  the  hours  of 
operation  are  now  from  6  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  One  hundred  per 
cent  inspection  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations  and,  in  order  to  do  this,  we 
have  to  pay  overtime  to  certain  of  the  Inspectors  who  are 
working  more  than  thirty  eight  hours  a  week.  Extensive 
alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  the  pig  line  and  the 
buildings,  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  the  export  standards 
and  work  has  been  completed  during  1971. 

Details  of  carcases  inspected  are  enumerated  in  the 
following  tables.

There  is  a  system  of  poultry  inspection  in  force  and  there 
is  a  spotters  check  system  operated  by  Messrs.  Lloyd  Maunder. 
Rejected  and  suspect  carcases  are  examined  at  intervals 
during  the  day  by  Meat  Inspectors.  The  hygiene  at  this 
very  large  establishment  is  of  a  verv  good  standard.  The 
water  supply  throughout  has  a  fairly  high  chlorine  level 
which  tends  noticeably  to  raise  the  bacteriological  standard 
of  the  carcases.  Visits  are  also  made  to  Messrs .H .J .Dunn ’ s 
poultry  killing  establishment  at  Uffculme.  Por  a  small 
installation  of  this  type,  the  standard  is  quite  reasonably 
good.

COMMON  .  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  this  Rural  District. 
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REFUSE _  COLLECT I ON 

w e  are  hoping  during  the  coming  year  to  implement  an 
Incentive  Bonus  -Scheme  on  the  refuse  collection  service 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  preliminary  work  has  already 
been  done  on  this»  We  give  a  weekly  collection  to  the 
majority  of  ratepayers,  the  only  exceptions  being  isolated 
farm  houses  and  certain  small  groups  of  houses  which  get 
a  fortnightly  collection.  We  have  had  a  number  of  cases 
where  people  in  these  outlying  farms  have  demanded  a  weekly 
collection,  but  in  the  main,  farmers  are  very  co-operative 
and  make  do  with  a  fortnightly  collection. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Gadaon  Down 
and  we  now  have  a  tracked  vehicle  available  for  this  pur¬ 
pose;  the  burning  of  refuse  has  completely  ceased.  I 
would,  however,  like  to  point  out  that  the  life  of  our 
tip  at  Gad  ion  Down  is  limited. 

BULKY  REFUSE 

We  now  provide  two  skips  at  Gaddon  Down,  as  the  public 
realise  they  can  take  refuse  there  and  we  have  had  a  number 
of  complaints  of  tipping  of  refuse  in  the  nearby  woods  and 
copses.  In  addition  we  operate  a  free  bulky  refuse  coll¬ 
ection  from  householders  in  the  District  twice  a  year  and 
great  use  is  being  made  of  this  service  by  the  ratepayers. 
Items  of  refuse  which  are  not  as  bulky  can  be  removed  some¬ 
times  if  we  can  get  them  on  the  rack  of  the  refuse  collection 
lorries .

During  the  year  this  department  dealt  with  10  vehicles, 
which  appeared  to  have  been  abandoned,  and  in  8  of  these 
cases  the  vehicles  were  disposed  of  by  the  Council.
